Mins at A n il’s Camp.

CR U SH ED TO D E A T H . 


S ix teen M iners L ose T lieir L iv es iu th e 
L an e Q uartz M ine. 
S an A nd r ea s, December 24th.—On Sunday af­ 
ternoon at about 2 o’clock, a cave occurred in 
the Lane m ine at A ngel’s Camp, by w hich six­ 
teen m en lost th eir lives. The new s did not 
reach this place till M onday m oruiug, as all tel- 
egrapnic com m unication w ith Angel's was cut 
oil' by th e storm . 
A special reporter at once 
started for the place on horseback, the roads 
aud creeks being im passible for vehicles. The 
trip was accom panied by no little peril, owing 
to th* swollen stream s. 
As soon as th e town of ADgel’s was reached it 
was ap parent tiiat som ething terrible had hap ­ 
pened, as all the m ills had been sh u t down and 
the citizens w ere gathered iu little knots, speak­ 
ing in hushed tones. 
At the scene of th e disaster sturdy m iners 
w ere at work endeavoring to reach the interior 
of the m iue. 
Women ana children, whose hus­ 
bands and fathers an d relatives w ere in the 
m ine, stood about w ringing th e ir hands and 
weeping. Strong m en broke down. 
The oilicers of the m iue had been at work day 
and night directing th e work, but at fearful 
odds, 
i he cave was trem endous, aLd it was an 
im posibility to w ork last. 
The m ine is in the 
heart of th e tow n, and has extensive hoisting 
w orks aud a m ill upon it. 
It is one of the 
prom inent gold m ines of this county, aud is 
owned by Merssrs Haywood am i H obari, of San 
Francisco. 
These gentlem en purchased this 
and the adjoining Stickle m ine about three 
years ago, since w hich tim e they have m ade 
extensive developm ents aud im provem ents, and 
are em ploying about ninety m en. 
The vein iu the m ine is thirty feet w ide and 
is w orked through tw o shafts, called th e north 
aud south shafts, being about ninety feet apart 
and being 150 feet and 400 feet deep respectively. 
T he vein m atter is ex tracted from th e full 
th irty feet in w idth, and the openings th u s left 
are braced by euorm ous tim bers, two and three 
feet in diam eter, and five feet apart. 
Little if 
any waste rock is throw n into the opening to 
fill iu. It was the pressure of the earth against 
these w alls of the w orked out vein, increased 
by th e heavy rains, th a t caused the cave. 
At th e tim e of the cave on Sunday afternoon 
there were nineteen or tw enty tim ber m en at 
w ork in th e slopes tim bering the m ine. A most 
lucky circum stance is th at th e reeular force of 
m iners had been laid oft* for a day or so, ow ing 
to an abundance of ore, an d thus seventy m en 
w ere not in the shaft th a t would have b&eu 
there had the regular w o rt o f m ioiug been go­ 
ing on th a t day. 
T hree of the tim ber m en, nam ed Dan D aniel­ 
son, A ugust A ndersou aud Tom Corwin, escaped 
from the m ine after th e cave occurred by ru n ­ 
ning through a long drift into the adjoining 
“Stickle’’ m ine, an d clim bing ud a ladder 70J 
lTeet through a shaft. T he first know ledge of the 
cave on th e surface was th e appearance of these 
three m eu, w ho gave th e alarm . Corwiu was 
badly cu t an d bruised about th e face. Dauicl- 
sou stated his experience as follows: 
‘ Myself an d A nderson w ere workiDg in the 
100-foot level, and w ere w aiting for tim ber to 
come down th e shaft. I w ent to the south shaft 
to get a shovel, and w hen returning heard a 
fearful crash aud explosion, the concussion of 
w hich threw m e to th e floor of the level on my 
face, extinguishing th e light. 1 craw led back 
tow ard the shaft and lit m y caudle, w hen I 
heard rocks aud debris falling, an d tim bers 
crushiug above m e. ar.d knew th at a cave had 
occurred. I found m y partner, and as we 
started to run heard a voice calling for help 
from one of-the stopes. Going to th e spot, wo 
found Corwin groping around in the dark w ith 
his face cu t and bieediug. 
We hurried him 
along w ith us, and the three of us reached the 
‘Stickle’ shaft, through w hich we clim bed the 
ladder 700 feet to th e surface, w here we gave 
tn e alarm .” 
T his m au D anielson was uniDjured. As soon 
as the alarm was given the greatest excitem ent 
prevailed in the tow n. T he forem an, Charles 
Lillie, im m ediately took a force of m en and 
w ent into th e north shaft and dow n to the 330- 
foot leve!. They w ent along the level about 
sixty feet w hen they found the passage closed 
tight, and an inextricable m ass of tim lers, 
logging an d debris. 'Jbe ground was still m ov­ 
ing, and the crashing of tne tim bers and falling 
ro< k d ove the m en out of this pUce. 
They w ent to th e surface and got on to the 
cage in the south shaft, aud after descending 
about 2C0 feet th e cage could not go further. 
They then re-asc uded, and w ent to the 
Stickle m ine, an d got up steam by the aid of 
coal oil, and getting into the cage descended 
th a t shaft and w ent through the drifts into the 
Lane m ine, aud h eie again reached the cave 
and could not go further. 
H ere ag -iu the rock and debris w ere still fall 
ing and tim bers crashing. The stopes looked 
like a m ass o f drift wood. The tim bers w ere iu 
fearful confusion an d crushed. Peering into 
the mass the bodies ot two m en w ere seen 
crushed aud m angled betw een the tim bers 
They could not be reached au d w ere not recog 
nized. 
T here w as no o th er recourse th an to go iu 'o 
th e north shaft on th e 330-fcot level, and by 
axes and blasting cut through the debris. This 
w ork has been com m enced and volunteers are 
at hand far m ore than can work. 
The m en are uodoubtedly all dead, as no h u ­ 
m an being could survive in th a t fearful crush. 
It is a doubtful question w hen th e bodies w ill 
be reached. Some m ay be recovered in a week, 
and others m ay never be recovered from the 
terrible m ass of debris. 
Not a sound comes from th e m ine bu t the 
cracking of tim bers and the falling of rocks. 
The nam es of th e m en lost in the m ine are: 
Thom as K uucky, m arried: George W illiam s, 
m arried aud lias four children; J. Bray, m ar­ 
ried. Nick Cuich, B. Sagare, Pete Perenio, 
Thom as B ertro Paul Ovvsovicli, John Buiolotto, 
John Toboco, Charles Pollark, Joseph Cornow, 
John M artin. M itchell Brondw ich, Jim Casey, 
W illiam Vincent. 
T he extent of th e cave is not certain. It Is 
believed th a t the ground betw een th e 200 aud 
40»-foot levels has fallen, and for a distance of 
100 feet or m ore in length the surface of the 
m iue is in tact rave a few cracks. 
The m ine is a peculiarly unlucky one. More 
accidents have happened in it thaii in any m ine 
in the county. A great num ber of lives have 
beeu lost in the m ine, and there are m iners who 
have refused to w ork iu it on accouut of the 
liability 
to 
caving, becau-e of th e great 
w idth of the vein, and th e enorm ous cavity left 
in the m ine, supported « nly by tim bers, leading 
to the belief th a t caves w ere likely to occur. 
THE SEVENTEENTH VICTIM. 
Ba n An d r e a s, Decem ber 24th.—It is reported 
th a t another m iner, Carlo I.uzzetti, is killed in 
th e m ine. If true, this m akes th e seventeenth 
victim . Ho leaves a wife Jtnd two children. 
One body am ong the tim bers has been recognized 
as Peter Perini. It cannot be reached. A nother 
body is» in sight, bu t not recognized. 
LATEST FROM THE MINE. 
San Andreas, D ecem ber 21th.—The latest re­ 
port from the A ngel’s disaster is th a t th e surface 
of the m iue has sunk forty-live feet deep, from 
shaft to shaft, and has com pletely sh u t off all 
w ork at rescuing the bodies. The rescuing 
party w ere nearly caught iu th is new cave, ana 
only escaped to the surface by th e prom pt ac­ 
tion of th e top m en. 
No bodies have been recovered, and ow ing to 
the severity of the storm at piesen t it is impos­ 
sible to do anything w ith the m iue. The works 
on th e surface are likely to be destroyed.

S an ta C lau s F in d s It N ecessa ry to W ear

Ba n F rancisco, D ecem ber 24th.—“W ill it ever 
stop raining, or does Ju p iter Pluvius intend to 
inundate us?” “ Ain’t it too bad, so m uch rain 
Christm as tim e,” are th e expressions heard on 
all sides from hurrying pedestrians. 
Last evening th e w ind blew a gale, and the 
regulator o f the breezes m ust have turned on all 
his stopcocks, for the rain com m enced to fall 
about 6 o’c’ock, and assisted by th e wind, it 
seemed to gain force aud fury as the hours 
passed. During the evening ciossw alks were 
subm erged and m iniature stream s swelled, ar.d 
at tim e resem bled sm all-sized rivers, so to speak. 
U m brellas were tnrned inside out and broken, 
and the head-coverings of th e people on tbe 
thoroughfares were lifted from th eir heads as if 
they w ere m ere balloon-, and carried for a d is­ 
tance through th e air.

T he barom eter is falling at all points along 
the Southern Pacific lines aud the indications 
are for a continuation of the storm . 
The bay was very rough last evening and 
there w ere tad tim es for m any suburban resi­ 
dents w ho are susceptible to seasickness. The 
sou’easter blew and blew, w ith an intensity and 
w icked vigor th a t suggested t he hints of Thom as 
Hood iu th e poem he once wrote regarding a 
Septem ber gale mid its causes. 
The big waves 
tossed th e f-rrv steam ers about like chips in a 
w ashbasin. 
The boats th a t crossed before C 
i*, m. had a com paratively easy tim e of it, but 
after th a t there was little enjoym ent for the 
passengers. 
The Piedm ont retired from the 
contest early w ith a broken m dder-chain, and 
people who hoped to cross the bay at 7 o’clock 
had to w ait u n til nearly S:30. The w aiting- 
rooms at the foot o f Mai kc-t street, never any too 
large, were packed w ith people, bundle-laden, 
tired and im patient for th eir dinners. The boat 
leaving here at 6 p. m. was so delayed ou the 
way across th at connecting traius on th 3 other 
side did not w ait, and started out w ith com­ 
paratively light loads. 
Seasickness caused 
m any scenes th a t am used those heartless people 
on whom th e wave m otiou has no effect. C hrist­ 
mas bundles were strew n wildly about at tim es 
as passengers hastened to the side to g-»z¿ at the 
* sad sea waves.” Across the bay the gale lev­ 
eled trees ar.d prostrated telegraph and tele­ 
phone w ires at m any points. 
Ione, Decem ber 24th.—T he mo9t terrific wind 
storm ior m any years visited us last night, 
blow ing down dozens of shade trees in the 
yards, w hile skylights aud signs received the 
sam e fate. 
Many people w ere alarm ed, but the 
greatest dam age done was to the trees. But lit­ 
tle rain fell. To day t i e sun shines at intervals, 
but another storm is brew ing. 
Trains and 
stages m ake close connections, and so far no 
accidents have occurred to either. The stages 
have to double team s to get over th e roads, but 
S anta Claus w ith his reiudeer sledge w ill be on 
tim e at the Christm as tree. 
Chico, D ecem ber 24th.—Last n ig h t it blew 
alm ost a h urricane, followed by a heavy rain. 
It has been raining nearly all day. The warm 
rain is m elting the snow in th e m ountains and 
high w ater is probable. N otw ithstanding the 
storm th e stores have been busy, aud the six 
churches in Chico have Christinas trees this 
evening, accom panied.by th e usual festivities oí 
C hrbtm as. 
Woodland, Decem ber 21th —T he rain still 
continues. 
Reports from K night’s Landing 
state th at th e levee is still safe. 
Gilroy, Decem ber 24th.—A rain-storm , ac­ 
com panied w ith violent gusts of w ind, com ­ 
m enced at sundown last night. The storm con­ 
tinued through the night, but w ith increasing 
wind. D uring to-day showers have fallen at 
intervals, rendering locom otion difficult and 
unpleasant and trade very dull. Farm ing op­ 
erations are sadly hindered by reason of the 
prolonged inclem ent w eather. 
F u rth er th an 
this no dam age has ensued. The w eather to- 
rig h t is unsettled, bu t som ew hat m ore prom is­ 
ing. although the w ind still holds in tne rain 
quarter. 
R edding, Decem ber 24th—2 p. m.—More and 
more of it. It ha-i poured dow n all day. People 
in town cannot get to th eir country hom es, aud 
outsiders cannot get into Redding. C hurn creek 
and Stillw ater creek are im passable, and p ar­ 
ties from Shasta hurried back for fear they 
could uot cross Salt creek. N evertheless the 
stores seem to be doing a good trade. T he Port­ 
land express com ing north got here at 1 p . m. 
Gonzales, Decem ber 24th.—It is still raining. 
We have h ad about tw elve inches for the sea­ 
son. The north-bound passenger train did uot 
reach here to-day ou account of washouts 
The 
roads are getting m iry. The m ountains are 
capped w ith snow. 


O a k l a n d , Decem ber 2ith.—1The storm last 
night was one ol the m ost severe w itnessed for 
years. The rain fell in torrents and the w ind 
played havoc w ith sign boards, trees and tele­ 
graph poles. M any ot th e telephone lines w ere 
broken. The ten t at M arket street station in 
w hich Mrs. W oodworth held h er m eetings was 
blown down on the heads of the congregation 
and caused the greatest confusion. 
One of the 
subjects, who vtas laid out in a trance, is said to 
have suddenly revived au d m ade a hasty re­ 
treat. A new len t has been ordered from ' San 
Francisco. The rainfall is now upw ards of 23 
inches, and exceeds th e entire ralufall o f last 
season. 
Santa Bararra, Decem ber 2 P h .—The storm 
last night was the heaviest of the season. Over 
three inches fell during the night, and it is still 
raining hard. The trains are all delayed by 
la d slides. The Brisk, a sm all sloopow ued at 
this place, parted h er cable and w ent ashore last 
night and was totally w recked. Of th e three 
men on board, Jam es /o rb es, of Los Angeles, 
was drow ned. His body has not yet beeu recov­ 
ered. 
L athrop. D ecem ber24tli.—T he lev. e o n this 
side of lhe San Joaquin river, five m iles north­ 
west of th i- place, at F rew ert’s Ferry’, broke this 
forenoon, flooding Gus M uenter’s laud. 
It is 
impossible to tell w hat dam age w ill ensue at 
the present w riting. 
W h e a tla n d , D ecem ber 24th.—At this placo 
the wind blew alm ost a hurricane last uight at 
11:30 o’clock, dem olishing fences, w indm ills 
and unroofed one-half of the public school 
building: also one C hina house. On Woods’ 
farm it blew one sm all house into fragm ents. 
No one was hurt. 
Merced, Decem ber 24th.—Thirty-four h u n ­ 
dredths of an inch of rain fell th e past tw enty- 
ftu r hours, m aking 9.28 inches for the season. 
A high southeast w ind is blowing. The tem per­ 
ature is 55°. 
No indication of a cessation of the 
storm is perceptible. 
Winters, Decem ber 21th.—Two feet ot rain 
has fallen at this place to date and it is still 
raining. There is no dam age from rain so far 
as learned. A heavy easterly w ind lost night 
blew over several trees and fences and broke J

steady fall of w ater all day, w ith no prospect of 
cessation. The therm om eter continues above 
the freezing point. 
D ix o n, Decem ber 24th.—Rain has been falling 
at intervals all day. 1 he rainfall for the season 
am ounts to a fraction over 21 inches. 
Santa P aula, Decem ber 24th.—The heaviest 
storm of the season opened upon us this m ora­ 
ine at 1 o’clock, and 2 55 inches of raiu fell in 
17 hours. The stream s rose rapidly. The S anta 
P aula dam , b uilt four years ago to control the 
stream , w ent out, overflowing all the alfalfa 
fields aud gardens ou the river bottom s, causing 
some fam ilies to move out. R ailroad traffic is 
suspended ou this division of th e Southern Pa­ 
cific R ailroad at present.

To the fíoriorablc Senate aud House of Represent­ 
atives in Congress assembled: \ our m em orialist, 
the C ham ber o f Commerce of San Francisco, 
respectfully calls your attention to the urgent 
necessity for appropriations to secure a system ­ 
atic im provem ent of tne Sacram euto r.ver. 
'Ih is n atu ral highw'ay, only second in im port­ 
ance on the Pacific coast, and au absolute ne 
cessity to th e prosperity of N orthern California, 
has received lesi attention from our G overn­ 
m ent th an stream s of com paratively insignifi­ 
cant proportions elsewhere. 
W hen California 
becam e United States territory, the Sacram ento 
river was a clear, beautiful river, navigable for 
vessels of 15 foot c rau g h t to Sacram euto city. 
It is now at tim es hardiy navigable for steam ers 
of four foot draught, and is rapidly becom ing 
useless for D avigafon. as w ell as threatening 
the bay and bar of Ban Francisco. 
W hile we 
cannot w ith propriety herein discuss th e reason 
for this great iojury to one of th e m ost im port­ 
a n t rivers in the Republic, we m ay safely 
assert th at it is largely due to th e United 
States G overnm ent itself, w hich fact is a spe­ 
cial reason for th e prayer th at the pow er w hich 
perm itted th is should not hesitate to apply 
the rem edy prom ptly, before th is p o rt is reri- 
ou*ly dam age and additional losses incurred by 
th e citizens of the Sacram ento valley. The 
navigable stream s of o u r Pacific coast áre few 
in num ber, and specially w orthy of the oon- 
fiileration of the pow er th at controls them . They 


are n ature’s great highw ay, free to all our citi­ 
zens. and for th is reason, also, we appeal to you 
for the preservation of this noble river. 
Confident of the favorable consideration of 
th e prayer of your m em orialist, we have the 
honor to subscribe ourselves, your fellow citi­ 
zens.

In his days of prosperity he spent one season at 
Saratoga, where, m com pany w ith Cornelius 
V anderbilt, he spent over $So,COO in three 
m onths.

THE CASE OF DOM PEDRO. 
Let us hope that the Provisional Gov­ 
ernment of Brazil has not done so mean a 
thing as to revoke the decree awarding the 
Emperor Dom Pedro certain sums of 
money, and that it has not confiscated his 
property, as is reported. If it has, a great 
shame has been perpetrated, and the sym­ 
pathy that has largely gone out to the new 
leaders will be chilled. I)om Pedro was 
beloved by his people. He was not aimed 
at when the revolutionary blow fell. He 
might have occasioned the revolutionists 
great trouble by resistance, and have 
plunged the country into a long and de­ 
vastating war. He did none of these 
things. On the contrary, he quietly took 
ship a poor man and left behind all his 
possessions, after issuing this manly letter: 
In view of the representation which was de­ 
livered to me to-day at 3 o'clock in the after­ 
noon, I resolve, yielding to the power of circum­ 
stances, to depart with all my famry for Eu­ 
rope to-morrow, leaving this country beloved 
by all of us, and for which I have exerted my­ 
self to give constant proofs of deep-seated love 
and dedication for almost half a century, dur­ 
ing which I filled the position ol Chief of the 
State. 
In departing, therefore, I with all the persons 
of my family, I shall always retain the most 
tender remembrances of Brazil in offering ar­ 
dent prayers for its grestness and prosperity. 
Rio de Janeiro, 16th November, 1889. 
D. Pedro de Alcantara. 
Of its own motion the Provisional Gov 
ernment voted the retiring Emperor cer­ 
tain sums of money, that is to say, as much 
as he and his family received while in 
their original positions. The sums so 
voted were: To Dom Pedro de Alcantara, 
800 contos de reis a year, equal to, at the 
present rates of exchange, §448,000; to 
his wife, 40 contos de reis a year, equal to 
§22,400; to the daughter, Comtesse d’Eu, 
140 contos de reis a year, equal to $78,400. 
The correspondent of the New York 
Times, who has forwarded the most elabo­ 
rate and satisfactory account of the revo­ 
lution, says: 
After the reply of the Emperor had been re­ 
ceived, the Provisional Government, by a formal 
decree, voted Dom Pedro, for the proper estab­ 
lishment of himself and family in Europe upon 
a scale becoming his character, the sum of 5,000 
contos de reis—equal to *2.800,000. This sum, 
in drafts and the bonds of Brazil, together with 
33,333 milreis (or about 518.000) in cash, the coin­ 
ing month’s proportion of his income, was to be 
delivered to him when be and his family had 
embarked for Europe. 
Dom Pedro has not long to live, and 
therefore the sum assured him would not 
have long been a burden upon the people, 
nor is there reason to believe that they 
would regret its payment. The news that 
the Provisional Government has rescinded 
its order comes from Lisbon, and is there­ 
fore to be received with much allowance. 


T h e Chinese are, above all other things, 
superstitious. 
The fact is exemplified in 
the uneasiness manifested in China at this 
time concerning the young Emperor. The 
people believe that he is an unlucky per­ 
son, and that there can be no prosperity 
under his rule. 
The belief also obtains 
that the Empress, whom he married less 
than a year ago, is an unlucky personage. 
It is cited that since the accession, and 
notably since the wedding, there lias been 
nothing but disaster, failure and depression 
throughout the Empire. Loyalty, as the 
North China Uerald puts it, is an unknown 
quantity in China, and there is, therefore, 
no harrier to the entertainment of hatred 
for the personal representative of the law. 
General disasters now prevail in the more 
populous parts of the realm, and in these 
districts the spirit of insubordination is 
manifest, and the local officers fear that at 
any moment an actual rebellion will be­ 
gin. If there should now present an am­ 
bitious and a capable man, he would have 
no difficulty in fanning the coals of discon­ 
tent into a flame, and in rallying to his 
standard an immense army. In case of an 
outbreak, the foreigners in China would 
be the first to feel the breath of the storm, 
since they are in no case loved, and are 
looked upon as having brought ill to the 
country. The Ilerald is therefore wise in 
asking the nations with people and com­ 
mercial interests in China to see to it that 
none of the treaty porte are left for an 
hour without the protection of one or 
more men-of-war. 


T h e New York Post protests against the 
conclusion reached by the Agricultural 
Department that arid lands do not need 
irrigation. It appears that while all the 
rest of the country is convinced that the 
arid lands are valueless without irrigation, 
the Agricultural Department has experi­ 
mented, and concluded its judgment, and 
now advises the people to go upon the arid 
lands, assuring them that they can raise 
cereal crops simply by thoroughly pulver­ 
izing the toil and mulching it with straw. 
This remarkable conclusion is based upon 
a gingle experiment made near Garden 
City", Kas. The spot selected is not a true 
tvpc of the arid lands of the YV est. At 
Garden City there was a rainfall last sea­ 
son of 30 inches, and the average precipita­ 
tion is 20 inches. In the true arid region 
from 5 to 10 inches is all that falls, and in 
ome seasons none lias fallen at alb 4 he 


It is very singular that the German flag 
was not displayed when Malietoa reas- 
eended the Samoan throne; that not a sin­ 
gle salute was made by the German men- 
of-war at Apia. The U. S. ship Adams sa­ 
luted and ran up her colors in honor of 
the restoration, while the German ships 
were silent and undecorated. Correspond­ 
ente writing from Apia under date of De­ 
cember 0th dwell upon these facts, and 
deem them very significant. The belief 
obtains at Apia that German plotting is 
going on to place Tamassee in office as 
Vice-King, a station that the Samoans 
propose to abolish as useless and encum­ 
bering. The excuse is given by the of­ 
ficers of tbe men-of-war at Apia com­ 
manded by Germans that they could not 
salute the Samoan flag without special or­ 
ders from Berlin to do so, which sounds 
strangely enough when the fact is consid­ 
ered that the German Consul signed the 
proclamation recognizing Malietoa as King 
and which act must have been under or­ 
ders.

T h e New York Times, after considering 
meteorological conditions in that section» 
the mortality rate, and the statistics of 
health generally, arrives at the conclusion 
that it is error to suppose foggy and rainy 
weather to be unfavorable to health. It 
is true that the commonly received opinion 
is contrary to the conclusion of our con­ 
temporary, but there should be some modi­ 
fication of its statement. Like most other 
rules arrived at by study of meteorology 
and vitality statistics together, it has its 
exception. For instance, a ground fog is 
in nearly all cases unhealthy, because it 
arises from moist earth and is more or less 
charged with its ills. Humidity that is 
accompanied by heat, as a rule, is offensive 
to health. Marsh fogs are always malari­ 
ous to some degree. Aside from these ex­ 
ceptions, there are very few cases in which 
humidity is detrimental to health. 
So P resident H arrison and Speaker 
Reed did not have a quarrel after all, and 
it was all a stery of the fancy, it would 
be very entertaining reading to have a 
record made of the history of the genesis 
and growth of these absurd stories that 
come from Washington, in a single case. 
An enterprising reporter could make him­ 
self famous by tracing up, step by step, the 
story of the lie, and stripping from it every 
vestige of a mask.

Condition of Affairs Down Among the 
Islands—All Safe Thus Far, 
The latest news from down the river is 
to the effect that among the islands below 
Courtland the water has fallen some two 
feet or more, and for the present all danger 
to those levees that have withstood the 
flood is over. Merritt, Grand, Brannan 
and the upper half of Andrus Islands are 
safe, but some of them have had close calls, 
particularly Grand and Brannan. The lat­ 
ter had a very weak spot in its levee a mile 
below Isleton, on Old river. 
The lower portion of Andrus Island, 
along Georgiana slough and the Mokel- 
umne river, is having a rough time of it. 
In one place on the Zeile tract the water 
was reported as being within an inch of 
the top of the levee, and the high winds 
prevailing wiil be an additional danger 
and may cause the flooding of the land. If 
this should occur Brannan Island will also 
be under water, as there is no levee along 
Jackson slough, whicli divides the two 
islands. 
The San Joaquin and Mokelnmne are re­ 
ported as being very high, and the south­ 
east winds dash the waters against the 
levees, which are none of the beet, as a 
great deal ot the material of which they 
are built is composed of peat. 
The danger to Grand Island, which has 
to stand the first blow along the lower 
reaches of Steamboat slough, comes from 
the body of water in the Yolo and Solano 
tule basins. A splendid levee has been 
built arouud this island tbe past summer, 
with the exception of a stretch of a couple 
of miles on the lower end,along the sIoMgh 
before mentioned. Mr. Ferris, the con­ 
tractor, was working at this point when he 
was stopped by the storm and it could not 
be finished. 
The high water reached this point about 
three days after the greatest higbt at Sacra­ 
mento, but the settlers rullied in large 
numbers, and, with teams and sacks, saved 
tbe island from overflow. The levee, where 
finished, was ample to keep out the water, 
being some four feet above it, and when 
this unfinished portion is built up to the 
grade it will take an extraoidinary freshet 
to break the embankment. 
There is considerable water on all of the 
islands, due to natural rainfall and sipage, 
which canuot, of course, run ofi until the 
river falls or it is pumped out. 
Every one of these reclamation districts 
should have a good-sized canal running 
through the center and leading to a flood­ 
gate at the lowest point, where the pumps 
should be placed. Small ditches could 
then be led to it, draining the land right 
and left, and if pumping should be too ex­ 
pensive, the great body of the water could 
e run oil through the flood-gates when 
the river fell. 
The water is rapidly receding from the 
Lisbon District, opposite Freeport, and 
from Sutter Island, both of which were 
overflowed. Tde wash of the rivers has 
done some little damage to embankments 
thrown up the past year, as the earth was 
fresh and the slopes too abrupt, but this 
will not amouut too much. No one has 
been greatly damaged, even in the over­ 
flowed districts, as the people are better 
prepared than in former years. They have 
learned from experience, and have built 
more mounds, where stock and farming 
implements are safe. It is only at the 
point where a levee breaks that very much 
damage is done, as the front land is likely 
to be badly washed out, and the replacing 
of the levee is a costly matter. 
In front of every rancher’s house and 
barns the levees should be built so strong 
that they could not possibly break, thereby 
insuring the buildings against being car­ 
ried off, as in the case of the Payne house 
and others, where the levees broke in front 
of them. 
The waters about the islands were not as 
high as in 1881, although higher in front 
of this city, and this is accounted for by 
the fact that the river was held longer 
within its banks before breaks occurred, 
aDd therefore the water was carried to the bay 
much more rapidly. This is an additional 
reason why the levees should be strength­ 
ened and thrown farther back along the 
rivers. It would also be the most efficient 
scouring process that couid be applied to 
the river-bed. 
There is quite a body of water on the low 
lands between Freeport and the Pierson 
District, this side of Courtland. The entire 
tract looks as if it had been flooded, but the 
wa er comes from the plains, sipage and 
natural rainfall. 
If the unprecedented 
storm continues much longer the result 
will be more broken levees, as many of 
them are very soft from the heavy rains 
and the high water standing against them, 
and are liable to collapse in places where 
they are least expected to.

LUCKY JACKSON, 


Once More H e E scapes the C lutches of 
the Law. 
Samuel Jackson, the slippery negro who 
has been arrested half a dozen rimes, and 
who always manages to get off on one pre­ 
tense or another, was before Police Judge 
Buckley again yesterday, and once more 
demonstrated that he bears a “charmed 
life,” as a police officer put it. 
Jackson was this time accused of com­ 
plicity with Joseph Kelly, another negro, 
in the robbery of W illiam Matuta, a Jap ­ 
anese yonth, last week, of $200. 
M atuta took the witness stand, but could 
not remember m uch about the affair owiDg 
to the fact th at he was at the tim e he was 
robbed very much under the influence of 
liquor. 
H e remembered having seen Jack­ 
son, but that was all. 
Joseph Kelly, who was convicted last 
week on this same charge, then took tie 
stand and caused quite a little sensation by 
testifying that Jackson engineered 
the 
whole robbery—that it was Jackson who 
took the sack of money from M atnta’s 
pocket and handed it over to him (the wit­ 
ness). Subsequently, he said, Jackson met 
him and demanded the sack. W itness 
told him there was only $40 in it, and gave 
him $20—thus holding out $180 for himself. 
K elly said he did not testify to this fact on 
his own trial because he was afraid of Jack­ 
son—who conies from a fighting family. 
An attem pt was m ade by the prosecu­ 
tion to corroborate Keliy’s testimony, but 
w ithout avail. 
Jackson's attorney, E. C. H art, denounced 
K elly's testimony as a tissue of falsehoods, 
and pointed out the varions inconsistencies 
and conflictions in it. H e said it was clear 
that Kelly had a grudge against Jackson, 
and, knowing that he m ust go to the peni­ 
tentiary himself, desired to pull Jackson 
along with him . 
Judge Buckley said that under the law 
he could not hold Jackson on the uncor­ 
roborated testimony of an accomplice, and 
therefore ordered Jackson discharged.

Signal O bserver Barvvick D escants Upon 
th e W ind and W eather. 
The Signal Service reports in this city 
show a rising but still low barometer, with 
som berly winds and showery weather pre­ 
vailing. The total precipitation yesterday, 
np to 5 p. m., was .28 of an inch, 7.22 inches 
for this m onth, as against 4 63 inches for 
the entire m onth of December last year. 
The total for this season is now 16 39inches, 
as against 9 46 inches up to and including 
the 31st day of December of last season. 
Tne wind storm during Monday night 
and Tuesday m orning was the severest that 
has visited this city since last March, when 
there was a severe noithw est wind that 
reached a m axim um velocity of forty- 
eight mile3 per hour, as agaiDSt forty-two 
miles for Monday’s storm. Since June, 
1877, there have been but seven wind­ 
storm s passed over this city giving a m ax­ 
im um velocity of forty miles per hour aud 
over, and the records show them to be as 
follows : May, 1878,40 miles per hour, from 
the n o rth ; December, 1880, 40 miles per 
hour, from the southeast; January, 1886, 
44 miles per hour, from the southeast; 
June, 1886, 4J miles per hour, from the 
northw est; December, 1887, 40 miles per 
hour, from the southeast; March, 1888. 48 
miles per hour, from the northw est; De­ 
cember, 1889, 42 miles per hour, from the 
sontheast. 
Now, this is seven times in eleven years 
that a great wind-etorm has prevailed in 
this vicinity, two of those occurring in one 
year (1886)' therefore we get consolation 
¡from the records that such storms as was 
precipitated upon ns the other night may 
not be repeated again for a year or more, 
which 
speaks 
well 
for 
the windless 
weather that this country usually has. 
The weather at 5 o’clock.last evening was 
as follows for the Signal Service stations 
named: Olympia, sontheast, clear and no 
rain; Portland, northwest, clear and no 
rain; Roseburg, cloudy and no rain; Red 
Bluff, southeast and raining. 
It is to be hoped that the rainless and 
cloudless weather now prevailing in the 
greater portions of the States of W ashing­ 
ton aud Oregon will soon reach this State 
and dry up the street crossings, for the 
benefit of the m any strange sights that 
have been so often seen on our muddy 
crossings.

THE PAYNE BREAK. 


Major H euer and Party o f Engineers B e­ 
gin Their W ork. 
Major Heuer, of the Government Engi­ 
neering Corps, and his assistants went to 
the vicinity of the Payne break, on the 
Yolo side of the river, yesterday and com­ 
menced upon the work of m aking a thor­ 
ough investigation of the river’s condition 
at that point and above and below it. 
In a conversation with Major H euer last 
evening he said he had found a rem arka­ 
bly swift current in the river just below the 
break and a wide channel on the west side 
nearly sixty feet in depth. On the east or 
Sacramento side he was surprised to also 
find directly opposite the crevasse a cur­ 
rent so swift that it was with difficulty the 
men could stem it with their skiff. The 
break had become so wide that there was 
not the slightest danger of the current cut­ 
ting a new channel on the Y'olo side, as 
the water was spreading out over a large 
surface. 
As to closing the break. Major H euer re­ 
peated the opinion heretofore expressed— 
that it should not be done until the water 
recedes w ithin its banks. And even then 
it might prove best to wait until after the 
spring freshets subside. If the break should 
soon be closed and high water occur in the 
American river, with no intervening breaks 
between the present one and the m outh of 
the American, it seemed to him that Sac­ 
ramento would be exposed to a serious 
danger. 
The Major and his assistants will resume 
their labors to day, and the results thereof 
will be calculated on their return to San 
Francisco and reported to the W ar Depart­ 
m ent through Colonel Mendell. 


N otes of the Storm. 
During the high wind on Monday night 
a frame house on Q street, between Fifth 
and Sixth, occupied by John McCarthy, his 
wife and two children, was partly wrecked 
and the furniture ruined. The family nar 
rowly escaped injury, and were sheltered 
by neighbors. 
One of the largest Norwegian pines in 
Capitol Park was blown down and across 
the front or m ain street walk. The same 
tree fell a few years ago during a sim ilar 
storm, but was raised and continued to 
grow. 
A derrick was yesterday placed in 
position and the fallen monarch of the Park 
will again be straightened in its place. It 
seems alm ost useless, however, to try to 
m ake it stand up, as the roots have very 
little sustaining power, being not over 
three feet long and of small circumference. 
W hen the ground is thoroughly saturated 
with water there is little to keep such trees 
standing in the face of a high wind. 
From all directions come reports of dam ­ 
age done by Monday night’s gale—trees 
uprooted. 9heds blown down, etc. 
It is 
worth rem arking, however, that it is only 
tumble down structures that have suffered. 
A box car was capsized on the Oregon 
Railroad beyond Marysville, causing a de­ 
lay to the s juthern express.

Mayor Gregory E xplains H is P osition on 
th e R iver Q uestion. 
A R ecord-U nion reporter m et Mayor 
Gregory last evening and asked him con­ 
cerning the particulars of the interview be­ 
tween him self and Major Heuer, the Gov­ 
ernm ent engineer in charge of the present 
exam ination of the Sacramento river. 
The M ayor’s reply was substantially to 
the effect that the object of Major H euer’s 
visit was fully discussed, together w ith the 
advisability of the possible closing of the 
Payne break on the Yolo side. It was 
m utually concurred in by both gentlemen 
th at the work could 
be 
accomplished 
at 
a 
greatly 
reduced 
cost 
to 
the 
Government at low water stage than 
at this particular tim e; also, that so far as 
damage to the Yolo lands was concerned, 
the stoppage of this particular break would 
not accomplish m uch ju st now on account 
of the overflow from other breaks higher 
up the river. The question of its interfer­ 
ence w ith navigation could be demon­ 
strated only after the proposed exam ination 
is concluded. 
The only protest made was by Mr. H um ­ 
bert, who was w ithin hearing, and who 
strenuously objected, in the nam e of the 
State of California, to any official or citizen 
offering an opinion in suggestion to those 
having the work in charge. 
The Mayor said that Major H euer and 
him self shortly after withdrew and con­ 
sulted fully as to the m erits of thesituation. 
The result was that he received m uch in­ 
formation from the engineer, and in re­ 
turn assured him that the United States of­ 
ficers having the work of exam ination of 
the river in hand, would receive all possi­ 
ble co-operation by the citizens of Sacra­ 
mento, and, he believed, ot all others in in­ 
terest. 
T he Mayor said that he strongly favors 
imm ediate action by the various counties 
interested, to at once present a strong peti­ 
tion to Congress urging the appropriation 
of at least $2,000,000 for the purpose of 
thoroughly and 
comprehensively treat­ 
ing 
the 
river 
for 
the 
furtherance 
of its navigability and restraint. 
He 
said that Major Hewer had assured him 
that when he came to m ake his report 
to the Government he would recognize the 
sentim ent of this com m unity regarding the 
river, and would report to his superiors ex­ 
actly what it is. 
H e deemed that due to 
the people living along the river, who are 
so intim ately interested in the protection of 
the river. 
In response to a pointed inquiry the 
Mayor said Mr. H um bert’s interference in 
the m atter does not indicate that he ex­ 
presses the sentim ent of the Board of In ­ 
quiry of which he is a member—neither 
Mr. Grunsky nor Mr. Reed, who are of the 
State Commission of Inquiry, having ad­ 
dressed the Mayor on the subject. On the 
contrary, in response to inquiry m ade of 
Mr. Grunsky by the Mayor, the former 
agreed that it would be inconvenient and 
unadvisable to close the break at this time. 
In response to further inquiry Mayor 
Gregory further said that he ouly cared for 
the surprising interference of Mr. Hum bert 
because it m ight lead to contention that 
would be of no value to the river or ita ul­ 
tim ate improvement. 
The Mayor said that he understood that 
he him self had no right whatever to inter­ 
fere in the m atter nor to proffer his advice; 
he had been favored, however with the 
privilege of conversing with the Govern­ 
m ent Engineers, and he had endeavered in 
such conversation to represent the best in­ 
te re s t of Sacramento id the premises. 
He 
was, moreover, pleased to say that the Gov­ 
ernm ent Engineers had most courteously 
listened to him and expressed satisfaction 
in learning the opinions of the people.

C ou n sel for tlie D e fe n d a n ts S la k e a n E x ­ 
p la n a tio n . 
Washington. 
December 241 h. — Delegate 
Mark Smith, of Arizona, is in the city, and on 
beteg shown a synopsis ot the report made to 
the Attorney-General by the District Attorney 
of Arizona concerning the trial of the persons 
accused of robbing Paymaster Wham o f $18,000 
on the road from Fort Grant to For Thomas, 
eaid: “ I defended the accused, and am sur­ 
prised that the attorneys tor the prosecution 
could have distorted the case as reported in the 
♦Star of this date. 
The report is-due to a bitter 
prejudice engendered by a long and hotly con­ 
tested trial, rather than any intention of mis 
representation by the honorable gentlem en en­ 
gaged in tli^ pro -ecution. 
• The real Ía ts of the case i»re that the Par­ 
ma* ter was surprbed by a party of armed rob­ 
bers, his escoit was fired on and his money 
taken. 
I he escort was colored soldiers and 
could give no 
description 
of the robbers 
Finally, the men just a'quitted were one by 
one arrestod w ithout any evidence and brought 
in chains before the escort, who claimed to 
identiy them. 
“At the preliminary trial not one of the sol­ 
diers would identify any one of the accused. 
At the final trial, however, under military dis­ 
cipline. they did positively identify each of the 
accused. This was evidence for the prosecu­ 
tion, and the jury, in the-lace of an overwhelm ­ 
ing alibi in favor of the defendants, acquitted 
them w ithin an hour -after the case was sub­ 
mitted. 
“The prosecutiou was bitter and vindictive, 
and without cause or reason. Those men were 
innocent, and proved their innocence. 
“The imputation that the jury was influenced 
by improper means fs an outrage on tw elve as 
true men as ever faced a Court in Arizona or 
elsewhere. They were selected by the prosecu­ 
tion and Kuardeo by it through the trial. 
“The com m unity was not outraged by the 
verdict 
Everyone knew an acquittal was cer­ 
tain 
The Grand Jury was kept in session for 
m onths and mouths* to intim idate by indict­ 
ment every witness for the defense. 
“Judge Barnes, an able, upright and learned 
Judge, was removed because he admitted Webb 
to bail in 810,000. Judge Kibby then sat in the 
case, lie seemed fair, and was succeeded by 
Judge Sloan, who filled ‘a long felt want’ of the 
prosecution, and did it to their entire satisfac­ 
tion. Money was raised without stint on the 
part of the Government; yet, with all this, the 
accused were acquitted. 
“The allusion to Mann on witnesses for the 
defense is beneath my notice. It is enough to 
say that the prosecution had as many Mormon 
witnesses as the defense had. 
“The paper clippings appended to this rare 
report are well understood by all in that com 
m unity who love and try to secure a fair ad­ 
ministration o f justice. It might be well to add 
that the defense offered to prove who actually 
did the robbery, but this offer was refused, by 
the objection of counsel and a strange and un­ 
paralleled ruling of the Court.”

T h e y W ere D iscu ssed in a C ab in et M eet­ 
in g Y esterd a y . 
W ashington, December 24th.—The Cabinet 
m eeting to day was attended by eveqy member 
except Noble and Wanamaker. who are absent 
from the city. The principal subject discussed 
was the Alaska seal fisheries. The lease o f the 
Alaska Seal Company expires in May, and bids 
w ill be called for a n ew lease. The new lease 
is for the exclusive privilege of catching seals in

In addition to 
the requirements of the statutes on the subject, 
the successful bidder will be required to erect a 
school building or each island and m aintain 
public schools there for at least eight months in 
the year; also, to pay the inhabitants of said 
islands for the labor perfom ifd by them , the 
jurt compensation to be prescribed by the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury. 
The successful bidder w ill be permitted to 
catch 6J.0C0 seals for their skins during the first 
year of the coutracf, blit after that the .Secretan* 
o f the Treasury w ill fix the number. 
Each bid 
m int be accompanied by a properly certified 
check lor S10',,000, and drawn upon a national 
bank, payable to the order oi the Secretary. 
The check of the successful bidder w ill be re­ 
tained by the Secretary and forfeited unless he 
execute the lease and bonds as required by law. 
The Secretary reserves the right to reject any 
and all bids not deemed to be iu accordance 
w ith the best interests ot the United States and 
the inhabitants o f said islands. 
This differs from the present lease with the 
Alaska Commercial Company in reducing the 
catch curing the first year from 100,000 to 00,000 
seals.

H e states that about the m iddle of November 
the public attention was called to the large 
number of persons falling ill with ranch the 
same symptoms— lever aud severe pains in the 
head, back and limbs. For lack of a better 
name, he states, the malady has becu called in­ 
fluenza, but it snows sig u so f a typhoid charac­ 
ter, though not of a malignant nature, and up 
to the date of writing (December Mb) r.o fatal 
case was reported. The illness in most cases is 
very' light and lasts but a few days—seldom 
longer than two weeks. It leaves, however, all 
persons who have becu touched by it in debil­ 
ity and great depression o f ►pirits. In fact, the 
after effects an* nit her more unpleasant than 
the complaint itself. The cause of the epidemic 
lias not been satisfactorily explained. Most 
persons ascribe it to the abnormally warm 
weather of tfie past mouth, but that would not 
account for its appearance iu Siberia, where it 
burst out in several places, the weather there 
having been as cold as usual this season. Now 
that the winter seem s to have fairly set iu here, 
it is expected that the malady will disappear, 
but m eanwhile every one is affected. There is 
no exaggeration in printing the number o f sick 
at fully two thirds of the population of St 
Petersburg. Certainly not a house has escaped 
its visitation. The Emperor was very ill with it 
for several d ays aud scarcely a member of the 
Imperial faani.y hat been free from it.
